Elins M. Binck, of l.hnrmd Block & Palmor, testi-
fled that bis firm did oot own any of the stock on the
1lth of May, but transferred to their name on the
books of the company from four thousand five hundred
to five thousand five hundrod shares b the 1st
and Ilth of May. Partof (he stock was borrowed and
part they were carrying for their customers, Some of
the borrowed stock was returned immediately after the
books closed, and all of It within a wesk afterwards. A
proxy for all the stock standing ia the firm's name was
given to Mr. Rufus Hatch, who paid him a commission
for his servicss and Interest on the money advanced.

W. G. Ward, of the firm of Ward & Co., stock brokers,
tostified that ho had bought proxies to be used at the
coming election from various brokera and baskers on
the street. He paid 3¢ per cent for them. ANl were
bought sinoe May 1, and the last proxy was bought on
the 234 inst. He had offéred to warious b of the
board 3 por eent for all the proxies he conld get. He
had doas this In tho interest of Frederick Billiogs, one
of their regular customers, who he thought was con.
nected with the Atlantic and Pacific Rallway.
